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BY RELIEF WORK' 


Lions Club Told of Unemploy- 
,  ¢d Relief Program by 
Avery Allen 











One-fifth of the population of | 
Upland is benefitting from the un- | 
employment relief activities being 
handled through the Upland cham- 
ber of commerce and civic asso- 
ciation. 

.More than 800 heads of local 
families are being given employ- 
gent through local and _ federal 
funds. 

Cooperation of the local citrus 
growers, civic workers and cham- 
ber of commerce members has 
gmade possible the execution of the 
gmany details entailed in the local 
relief program. 

This “picture” of activities and 
benefits was presented by Avery 
§. Allen, secretary of the cham- 
ber, at the meeting of the Upland 
Lions club in the Red Hill Coun- 
try club yesterday noon. He re- 
fated how federal funds have been 
Bppropriated to this and other 
communities, and of how local cit- 
rus growers and the city of Up- 
Jand have cooperated in establish- 
ing the Upland flood control fund. 
The men receiving the funds are 
given work several days a week | 
on flood control and water con- 
servation projects in San Antonio 
and Cucamonga canyons. 

Mr. Allen described the proced- 
ure being followed in obtaining 
mien for the Civilian Conservation 
corps, commonly referred to as 
President Roosevelt’s reforestation 
project. He said 10 single men 
between the ages of 18 and 25 
‘years, with dependents have been 
enrolled in the corps and will re- 
ceive $30 a month and their care 
in exchange for work on forest 
projects. All except a few dol- 
Jars of the $30 pay is given di- 
rectly to dependents of the men. 

The speaker gave no definite fig- 
ures as to the actual number of 
persons being benefitted, but ar- 
riving at the average number of 
children in the families, the total 
was approximately 1,000, he said. 
Without this relief, these persons 
would be either suffering for lack 
of necessities or be receiving di- 
rect aid from individuals, friends 
and neighbors. 

The secretary's account of the 
relief work was earnestly given, 
he having in mind the great need | 
that is being satisfied through op- 
eration of the chamber and its re- 
licf program. 

Leigh Thompson, a director of 
the chamber, and the club's pro- 
gram chairman, presented the 
speaker. President Earl H. John- 
s0n was in charge of the meetin |
